as they sat o n their ho rses.

pair and they were left dangling in the air.

CHARLES S. PARNELL TESTIFIES AGAIN,

London, July 23.—C. S. Parnell to-day 
again appeared before the Special Commis­ 
sion appointed to examine into the Times 
charges against Parnelllte members of the 
House of Commons. 
He denied that any let­ 
ters which had passed between himself and 
Mr. Harris had been withheld from the 
Court. 
The letters had all been sent to Mr. 
Soames, solicitor for the Times. 
Attorney General Webster intimated it 
was his intention to call every witness peces,- 
sary to trace the nlfosing brinks of the Land 
League. 
Parnell said he had instructed Mr. Lewis, 
of counsel for the Parnellites,to subpoena Mrs. 
Maloney, Treasurer of the Ladies’ League, to 
pi'oduce the books of the League in her pos­ 
session. 
He could not say what amount of 
League money Mr. Egan and the other 
Trustees had invested in his name in France. 
It might have been £100,000, £50,000 or 
£15,000. 
Attorney-General Webster—“ But you, a 
man of business, surely know 7 ” 
Mr. Parnell—" I am not a man of business. 
I never was. 
In October, 1882. Mr. Egan 
sent me accounts of the Belief Fund, show­ 
ing expenditures of £50 000, and a balance of 
£31,900.” 
Mr. Parnell stated he had not 
taken any steps to discover documents relat­ 
ing to the Ladies’ Land League, nor would 
he. 
Mr. Egan sent from America, through 
Mr. Lal>ouchcre, valuable clues in connection 
with the Pigott forgeries.

Fifty freshly branded 
steers were counted in the Averill and Max­ 
well herds Saturday morning.

lynching was decided upon.

teen to twenty men did the work. The thieves 
were found in a cabin smoking cigarettes,

woman rode her own horse to the tree, curs­ 
ing the lyDchers as she went. Averill begged 
for life and protested his innocence’. 
At the 
tree a rope was throwii over a limb and the 
ends fastened alxiut the necks of the victims 
as they sat on their horses. 
They were al 
lowed to make speeches, giving directions as 
to their effects. 
W hen the woman euded her 
instructions and resumed her blasphemous 
harangue the horses were led from under the 
pair and they were left dangling in the air. 
The woman was allowed to die of strangula­ 
tion, but Avcrill’s body was riddled with bul­ 
lets.

THE BOODLERS. 


District Attorney Fellows announces that 
the boodle trials are closed, and no further 
efforts at conviction will be made unless ad­ 
ditional evidence is obtained, and this he does 
not expect, 
lie thinks that if he should 
sqnander any more of the public money by 
trying another case on the same evidence, he 
would deserve removal from office. 
This 
statement recalls the accusation made by his 
enemies when he was a candidate, that he 
was nominated for the benefit of the boodlers. 
He has demonstrated ibe truth of this, to his 
eternal dishonor. 
The ease would not lie 
quite so damaging if convictions had not 
been secured by Martine and Nicoll with the 
same evidence. 
The witnesses would never 
have been so forgetful as they became, if 
those gentlemen had conducted the prosecu­ 
tion at Ballston. 
Even depraved and un 
scrupulous witnesses do not confess to the 
commission of perjury until assured of pro­ 
tection. 
The boodlers numbered twenty-eight in all, 
and only three of these have seen the inside 
of a state prison. 
These are Henry W 
Jaehne, convicted on his own confession in 
May, 18*0, and sentenced to nine years and 
ten months' imprisoinent, John O’Neill, sen­ 
tenced in February, 18*7, to four years and 
six months’ imprisonment and a line of 
$2,000, and Arthur J. McQuade, who was 
first convicted in December, 1880, and sen­ 
tenced to seven years’ imprisonment and 
$5,000 fine. 
Jaehne and O’Neill are still in 
prison; McQuade after serving twenty months 
was granted a new trial, which has just ended 
at Ballston in his acquittal. 
Jacob Sharp, 
the head eonspirntor, was indicted for brib­ 
ery on twenty-one counts, convicted in July, 
1887, and sentenced to four years' impris­ 
onment and $o,000 fine. 
A new trial was 
granted by the Court of Appeals, but before 
it could be had Sharp died, in April, 1888, 
James A. Richmond was indicted 
with 
Sharp, but was never tried and is out on bail. 
Thomas B. Kerr, likewise indicted, was tried 
twice, the first trial ending in disagreement 
and the second in acquittal. 
James \V. Fo- 
shay was indicted, but escaped trial by dying 
in February, 1*87. Thomas Clearv was tried 
in March, 1887, but the jury disagreed.

second trial has been arranged to take place 
in Binghamton next fall.

If the Governor had signed the high 
license bill, the revenue would probably 
amouut to a quarter of a million. 
The low price at which licenses are kept is 
not the most demoralizing result of the Gov­ 
ernor’s course. 
Through him the saloon men 
have found that they are the owners of the 
state. 
Laws offensive to them which were 
on the statute book when they rose to power 
they may be unable to repeal, but they can 
ignore them, for they are beyond the reach of 
punishment. 
The Budget'* exposure ought to 
be worth an increase of 5,000 Republican votes 
in Rensselaer county, for it teaches the peo­ 
ple there that there is no hope of redemption 
from the rum power during David B. Hill's 
term except by electing a two thirds Repub­ 
lican majority to the Legislature. 


THE EXTRA SESSION GIVEN UP. 


Both the Albany Time» and the Albany 
Argue deny authoritatively the report that 
Gov. Hill intends to call an extra session of 
the Legislature this fall. 
This comes from 
sources that must be believed. 
< >f course 
the tax payers arc glad of it, for an extra ses­ 
sion at a cost of from $10,000 to $20,000, 
w ith no object in it except politics, would be 
a stupendous fraud upon the state. The Gov­ 
ernor appears to have learned something 
since last year, when he prolonged the extra 
session two or three days, fooling over the 
matter. 
Bucking a g a in s t a Republican Leg 
laturc is no doubt sensational, but it is not al­ 
ways funny. 
The Governor, it is evident, has given up 
all hope of an "enumeration” during his 
term. 
He would lie very happy now to get 
hold of the bill that he vetoed when Gen. 
Carr was Secretary of State, and would sign 
it without asking one of the ten days given 
him for its consideration. 
But he finds the 
Republican party very well satisfied with the 
apportionment that he lengthened out for ten 
years from jietty personal jealousy, and de­ 
termined not to change it till the next dale 
named by the constitution arrives. 
The Governor is wise in refusing to thrust 
before the state an issue created by his own 
folly. 
The less he discusses the census ques­ 
tion the better. 
If he were to call the extra 
session and it ended in failure, as he has every 
reason to expect it would, he would lie held 
responsible by the people for the outlay. 
A 
Republican majority of two-thirds is going 
to be elected next fall, and he would hardly 
wish, even if an extra session granted him 
the enumeration, to linvc an apportionment 
bill fall to such a Legislature. 
lie will have 
seen enough of it when it passes high license 
and ballot reform bills over his veto. 


THE LIQUOR LA W DEFIED. 


The Troy Budget publishes a list of over 
500 liquor sellers in that city who arc doing 
business without license. 
There are over 700 
persons engaged in the liquor trade, and of 
these only 200 have complied with the law 
since May 1st. when all licenses expired and 
should have been renewed. 
The price of a 
license is only $30 in Troy, hence the neglect 
is not because the law is oppressive in its ex­ 
actions. 
The reason is that the dealers have 
found that taking out a license at any price 
is a useless expense so long as the law is not 
enforced. 
The men who have paid their fees 
undoubtedly regret their folly, and will not 
be likely to do so again. 
Democratic adminis!ration has made the 
law a dead letter. 
Gov. Hill’s affiance with 
the Liquor dealers is on terms that bind him 
to protect every one engaged in the trade. If

The Rev. J. Chichester, Rector of Wot- 
ton, Surrey, England, w rites: “ In Hobbcu 
Island, near the entrance of Table Ray, 
Cap e Town,the Government,in the year 1846, 
built a hosp ital and infirmary for lep ers and 
other p atients. 
In 1860 the Governor ex­ 
p ressed a desire that a comp etent teacher 
should be sent out to take charge of Ihe 
schools. 
Accordingly Brother John Taylor, 
son of an esteemed missionary, and himself 
lame of his feet from his youth, left his w id­ 
ow« ! mother and relatives and home com ­ 
forts and willingly followed Ihe call of the 
Lord to this desolate island of lep ers and 
lunatics. 
W riting home, Febiuary, 1861, he 
says: ‘Three days a week 1 kep t school 
for 
about .VO lep ers, 
chronic 
sick 
and 
blind 
p atients, 
and 
we read the Dutch 
Bible and Hymn Book. 
They are very at 
tentive and eager lo p iolit. 
Poor creatures, 
some of them are dreadfully disfigured by 
lep rosy, and at times the effluvia is intoler­ 
able. 
Twice a week I take 10 of Ihe more 
quiet English-sp eaking lunatics for an hour’s 
reading, a keep er 
always 
accomp anying 
them .’ 
For five years this earnest young 
brother continued his labor, till lie vas called 
to his eternal rest on May 27, 1866, and his 
remains rest in the shadow of 
the little 
church in Robben Island. 
Of all the doleful 
memories the p resent writer lias of a visit to 
God’s ancient City, the most dolorous, indeed 
Ihe most horrible and rep ellent is that ot the 
group s 
of 
these 
outcasts 
seated 
nigh 
to 
the 
Jaffa 
Gate; 
their 
hideous 
ap p earance, 
and 
croaking, 
stilled 
ap |>euls 
for 
succor—a 
living 
death 
and a living grave. 
Now, two miles outside 
Ibis p rincip al entrance, has been built, under 
the ausp ices of the Moravian Church, a Lep er 
Home—a ‘ House of M ercy’—where these 
p itiable objects are gathered, waited up on, 
nursed, tended by the same devoted brother­ 
hood and sisterhood—the suffering of their 
suffering frames soothed and alleviated; their 
souls comforted and sustaiucd with the gra­ 
cious words and p romises of him who was 
himself ‘ stricken, smitten of God, and af­ 
flicted. 
At this time four Moravians are 
consecrating their lives to this work at Jé ru ­ 
salem. 
Can anv one give us the!r names ? 
The good works of p ious Romanists ought to 
be honored; hut why neglect other blessed 
ones who make themselves m artyrs for the 
love of Christ without any stimulus of extra- 
bap tismal vows, or any idea of works of su 
p ererogation ? 
The military discip line of 
ilie Jesuits 
makes good earthly soldiers; 
for 
it says: 
* Go, and 
he 
goeth,’ hut 
such heroism may he wholly due to the cruel 
enactions of the Soc’oty, and without any 
heart. 
If the General of that order wants a 
m artyr to boast of, he has hundreds at his 
command, w ho have sworn to obey him p as­ 
sively, as a stick obeys the hand of the trav­ 
eler that wields it, 
But the Moravian m ar­ 
tyrs are self-devoted men and women, who. 
when they have done all. say : ‘ We are un ­ 
p rofitable servants; ’ 
‘ The love of Ohri-t 
constraineth us.’ 
Let Father Damien he 
honored, as is due. 
Blessed he his name 
among men. 
I 
only p lead that equally 
worthy m artyrs should ro t he forgotten, who 
rep resent the Scrip tural ideas of cross-hear­ 
ing, and whose m artyrdom more fully an­ 
swers to that of the earliest followers of the 
Lam b.” 
The hil> forbidding the emp loyment of 
children under 10 years of age in English 
theatres p assed its second reading in the 
House of Commons by a large m ajority, in 
sp ite of clever sp eeches airainst it by Messrs.

The Rev. J. Chichester, lluctor of Wot- 
ton, Surrey, England, w rites: “ In Robben 
Island, near the entrance of Table Bay, 
Cape Town,the Government,in the year 1846, 
built a hospital and infirmary for lepers and 
other patients. 
In 1860 the Governor ex­ 
pressed a desire that a competent teacher 
should be sent out to take charge of the 
schools. 
Accordingly Brother John Taylor, 
sou of an esteemed missionary, and himself 
lame of his feet from his youth, left his w id­ 
owed mother and relatives and home com- 
forts and willingly followed the call of the 
Lord lo this desolate island of lepers and 
lunatics. 
W riting home, February, 1861, he 
says: ‘Three days a week I kept school 
for about 50 lepers, 
chronic sick 
and 
blind 
patients, 
and 
we read the Dutch 
Bible and Ilymn Book. 
They arc very at 
tcutive and eager to piotit. 
Poor creatures, 
some of them are dreadfully disfigured by 
leprosy, and at times the effluvia is intoler­ 
able. 
Twice a week I take 10 of the more 
quiet English speaking lunatics for an hour’s 
ading, a keeper 
always 
accompanying 
them .’ 
For five years this earnest young 
brother continued his labor, till he was called 
to his eternal rest on May 27, 1866, and his 
remains rest in the shadow of the little 
church in Robben Island. 
Of all (lie doleful 
memories the present writer lias of a visit to 
od’s ancient City, the most dolorous, indeed 
the most horrible and repellent is that of the 
groups 
of 
these outcasts seated 
nigh 
the 
Jaffa 
Gate; 
their 
hideous 
appearance, 
and 
croaking, 
stilled 
ap|>eals 
for 
succor—a 
living 
death 
and a living grave. 
Now, two miles outside 
this principal entrance, has been built, under 
the auspices of the Moravian Church, a Leper 
Home—a ‘ House of Me rey ’—where these 
pitiable objects are gathered, waited upon, 
nursed, tended by the same devoted broihcr- 
hood and sisterhood—the suffering of their 
suffering frames soothed and alleviated; their 
souls comforted and sustained with the gra­ 
cious words and promises of him who was 
himself ‘ stricken, smitten of God, and af­ 
flicted.' 
At this time four Moravians are 
consecrating their lives to this work at Jeru- 
ilem. 
Can anv one give us tl»e;r names ? 
The good w orks of pious Romanists ought to 
be honored; hut why neglect other blessed 
ones who make themselves martyrs for the 
love of Christ without any stimulus of cxtra- 
' nptismul vows, or any idea of works of su­ 
pererogation ?

makes good earthly soldiers; 
for 
it says: 
‘ Go, and 
he 
goeth,’ but 
such heroism may be wholly due to the cruel 
enactions of the Soc'ety, and without any 
heart. 
If the General of that order wants a 
martyr to boast of, lie has hundreds at his 
command, who have sworn to obey him pas­ 
sively, as a stick obeys the hand of the trav­ 
eler that wields it.

‘ The love of Christ 
constrnineth us.’ 
Let Father Damien Ire 
honored, as is due. 
Blessed he his name 
among men. 
I only plead that equally 
worthy m artyrs should not be forgotten, who 
represent the Scriptural ideas ot cross-bear­ 
ing, and whose martyrdom more fully- nn- 
wers to that of the earliest followers of the 
Lamb.”
